AP - All but 
two of 496 persons aboard were 
saved when the sleek white 
cruise ship Viking Princess was 
swept by flames that were still 
enveloping her off Cuba today. 
Passengers reaching Miami 
said the disciplined evacuation 
of the ship smothered panic. 
Latest reports said two per« 
sons died of apparent heart at« 
tacks but the other 494 persons 
aboard were rescued. 
’’Every last oneofthepassen« 
gers has been accounted for,” 
said a spokesman for the Flag« 
ship Lins Agency, operators of 
the ship, and none was missing. 
The spokesman, Stanley Thea, 
said 10 or 11 of the survivors 
flown into Miami on the last 
flight today were injured, but 
none seriously. 
Earlier, the navy said 484 
persons were rescued and 11 
were missing. 
Some passengers said the 536- 
foot Norwegian vessel had been 
plagued 
by engine trouble 
through much of the seven-day 
Caribbean cruise. The Good 
Friday Are apparently started 
in the engine room shortly alt« 
er midnight and swept quickly 
through the ship. 
Coast Guard search and res« 
cue headquarters at Miami re* 
ported the hulk was still afloat 
and still ablaze today about 60 
miles southeast of Guantanamo 
Ba, Cuba. 
Coast Guard and Navy cralt 
stood by the once sumptuous 
cruise ship, now just a wallow« 
ing menace to navigation; and 
a salvage vessel set out from 
Key West to take the Viking 
Princess 
in tow if the stem- 
to-stern Are doesn’t sink her. 
Hie captain, Otto Thoresen,a 
52-year-old Norwegian who has 
spent 37 years at sea, praised 
the passengers who were picked 
up after less than an hour in 
lifeboats by three rescue ships 
and taken to the U. S.Navy base 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba.

alleged misuse of his power. 
Some Western diplomats said 
the 38-year-old council presi­ 


dent 
had brought 
the world 
organization face to face with a 
new constitutional crisis, in­ 
volving the ability of the coun­ 
cil to act in an urgent situa­ 
tion. 
Britain originally had request­ 
ed an urgent meeting for 4 p.m. 
Thursday and pressed hard for 
a meeting Friday, but Keita 
refused to call the meeting even

Buddhist 
headquarters, 
the 
leaders announced they had 
formed a committee to lead the 
struggle against the government 
and appealed to ”all the people 
wishing to show their opposition 
to the government” to contact 
the headquarters. 
The move came after Ky ap­ 
pointed Maj. Gen. Ton That 
Dinh to command the 1st Corps 
area in an apparent attempt to 
reassert his government's au­ 
thority over the country’s north­ 
ernmost regions. Dinh was one 
of the young officers who took 
part in the overthrow of Presi­ 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem in 1963. 
Thousands of Buddhists, who 
have been demonstrating in the 
streets for the past eight days, 
heard the proclamation in the 
Buddhist compound. 
It ordered the disorders to 
stop and said the Buddhist 
headquarters would take over 
the burden of the antigovern­ 
ment cause. 
Tie most important point in 
the document was the apparent 
unanimity of Buddhist leaders 
who previously had seemed split 
over their attitude toward Ky*s 
junta and the war effort against 
the Viet Cong and Communist 
North Viet Nam. 
Tiose assembled in the Bud­ 
dhist compound danced with joy 
as the document was read. 
Buddhist monks in yellow robes 
poured into the streets of Sai­ 
gon. 
About 
1,000 demonstrators 
started for the streets just be­ 
fore the proclamation was read 
but the senior monks called 
them back for the reading. 
The document said: 
’’Tie United Buddhist Church 
reaffirms its position of joining 
the aspirations of the people. 
One of these aspirations is an 
elected congress in a very short 
time. This congress must be a 
platform where the people can 
speak about the sovereignty of 
their nation. 
’’Since March 1 until now the 
Buddhists have tried to reach a 


solution with the government to 
avoid many sacrifices and riots 
in Saigon. But until now many 
obstacles to form this congress 
have been put in our way. 
’’Meanwhile, all the activities 
of the people in their efforts to 
oppose the government have 
been separated. For this reason 
the United Buddhist Church has 
decided to accept leadership. 
We appeal to all branches of the 
United Buddhist Church to de­ 
clare an emergency to all Bud­ 
dhists and to inform them that 
all separate activities against 
the government must stop and 
that the headquarters of the 
Buddhist Church must be noti­ 
fied before new ones begin.”

continued: 
’’The 
new organization is 
called the Viet Nam Buddhist 
Forces and it is directed by 
Thich Thien Minh (Director of 
Youth Affairs) and Thich 
Ho 
Glac (Director of Lay Affairs). 
These two venerables will lead 
the Buddhists in their struggle. 
For all the people wishing to 
show their opposition to the gov­ 
ernment, please contact 
our 
headquarters at Vien Hoa Dao. 
We will dictate the time and 
place.” 
As 1st Corps 
commander, 
Dinh took charge of the north­ 
ernmost 
area of South Viet 
Nam, Including the cities of Da 
Nang and Hue, where the anti­ 
government 
demonstrations 
have centered. 
He replaced Maj. Gen. Nguy­ 
en Van Chuan, appointed by the 
junta last month to replace Lt. 
Gen. Nguyen Chanh Thl.

Dinh flew to Da Nang and 
Hue today and reportedly held a 
two-hour meeting with Buddhist 
leaders and Brig.

dove on Viet Nam, Sen. Ernest 
Gruening turns hawk in his 
quest for federal efforts to pro­ 
mote population control. 
“ We're trying to bring this 
problem out into the open, to 
dramatize it,” the Alaska Dem­ 
ocrat said in an interview. 
In that effort, Gruening is 
presiding 
over the Senate’s 
longest-running show, a nine- 
month series of hearings on the 
birth control question. 
He doesn’t plan to stop until 
Congress acts. 
Gruening, at 79, has been a 
doctor, a journalist, an appoint­ 
ed governor of Alaska and a 
senator since it became a state. 
Along with fellow Democrat 
Wayne Morse of Oregon, he is 
one of the two chief Senate crit­ 
ics of UJ5. policy in Viet Nam. 
Gruening said his concern 
about birth control began more 
than 50 years ago, when he was 
attending 
Harvard 
Medical 
School. 
Now, without bold govern­ 
ment action, he foresees a na­ 
tion victimized by its own ex­ 
ploding population, packed into 
a vast urban sprawl, short on 
water and resources. 
“ The world isn’t going to be 
fit to live in if the population 
keeps doubling every 30 years,” 
he said. “ I’m glad I won’t be 
alive to see it.” 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) — 
President Johnson has recap­ 
tured the glowing mood and 
free-wheeling oratorical style 
of his first year in the White 
House. 
This has become apparent 
during the past week — and 
particularly since his return 
Thursday to his native Texas — 
as 
he 
has largely ignored

U.S. Lost H-Bomb 
Twice During Hunt 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
—A 10-eyed mechanical astron­ 
omer named Orbiting Astro­ 
nomical 
Observatory 
sped 
around the earth today packed 
with the potential to unlock a 
host of celestial secrets. 
“ This is a moment of history 
in astronomy,” a 
project of­ 
ficial declared. 
After 
five 
postponements 
caused by weather and mechan­ 
ical problems during the last 
two weeks, QAO rocketed from 
Cape Kennedy into a near-per­ 
fect orbit ranging from 502 to 
496 miles above the earth. 
Radio commands from the 
ground today were controlling 
the large satellite like a fine 
precision watch as its 10 tele­ 
scopic eyes were gently posi­ 
tioned to stare at stars, the gal­ 
axies, nebulae and interstellar 
gases. 
From its lofty orbit, QAO can 
view stars from above the cloak 
of 
the 
earth's atmosphere, 
which blocks out radiation from 
many celestial objects. 
The wave length, intensity 
and direction of interstellar ra­ 
diation is the basis for many 
calculations 
concerning how 
stars were created and what 
chemical elements are in them. 
As the spacecraft rode on the 
wings of success, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration continued to study data 
filtering in on an ill-feted at­ 
tempt by a Centaur rocket to 
ignite its hydrogen-fueled en­ 
gines twice in space Thursday 
night. 
Centaur project officials said 
the space agency was “looking 
very closely’’ at the data to see 
if any changes were needed on 
an even larger hydrogen rocket 
stage scheduled to blastoff July 
18 as the upper stage of a giant 
Saturn IB rocket. 
Edward 
Jonash, 
Centaur 
project manager tor NASA’s 
Lewis Research Center, said 
preliminary indications show 
that a Centaur rocket felled to 
ignite twice in space because of 
an inadequate ftiel supply.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States lost the elusive H- 
bomb a second time for nine 
days during the great 80-day 
search off Spain — and was in 
danger of losing it forever in a 
yawning undersea canyon, it 
was learned today. 
The 1.1 megaton device, re­ 
trieved from 2,900 feet deep in 
the Mediterranean Thursday, 
had shifted two weeks earlier 
along a widening ravine to with­ 
in a few hundred feet of a can« 
yon extending to depths of 4,000 
feet — beyond the capability of 
retrieval equipment. 
This - exasperating develop­ 
ment occurred when one-inch 
thick nylon line snapped as a 
surface vessel's winch dragged 


the bomb up a 70-degree slope 
toward level area. 
The silvery, eight-ton bomb 
toppled 100 feet back into the 
underwater ravine and sank in 
the muck-filled bottom. There lt 
remained hidden until April 3 
when the miniature sub Alvin, 
after repeated groping about the 
black depths, sighted a piece of 
the weapon’s parachute pro­ 
truding from the mud. 
Four days later, in the early 
morning hours in Washington, a 
cryptic 
message from Rear 
Adm. William S. Guest in Spain 
clacked off a Teletype machine 
in a Navy command post in the 
Pentagon:

Artificial Kidney 
May Fight Cancer 


ATLANTIC CITY, N J . (AP) 
— The artificial kidney may 
provide a new and unexpected 
aide in the chemical warfare on 
cancer, a scientist reported to­ 
day. 
Dr. Pierre M. Galletti of Pal« 
ermo. Italy, said experiments 
with dogs suggest the possibility 
of linking the robot kidney to a 
patient being given powerful, 
but potentially dangerous anti­ 
cancer drugs — and using the 
robot to cleanse the patient’s 
blood of drug remnants remain« 
ing after the chemical attack on 
the cancer site. 
The idea, he told a scientific 


meeting, is to intercept the 
blood flowing back towards the 
heart from the cancer site, 
cleanse it in the machine, and 
shunt it back towards the heart. 
The drug used in the Initial 
attack on the cancer site would 
have been injected into an art­ 
ery taking blood away from the 
heart, so that phase would not 
present a safety problem, he 
indicated. 
Galletti, a visiting researcher 
at Emory University, Atlanta, 
Ga., described the animal ex­ 
periments to the annual meeting 
of the American Society for Ar­ 
tificial Internal Organs.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The 
film industry was buzzing this 
week with the prospect of a new 
giant in its midst. 
The proposed merger of Seven 
Arts Productions Ltd. and Film- 
ways, Inc., was announced by 
the chief executives of the 
firms, Eliot Hyman and Martin 
Ransohoff, respectively. 
This was merely the first 
move in the merger, which had 
been rumored in the trade. 
Next, the lawyers and account­ 
ants take over to work out the 
details. Then the boards of 
directors and stockholders of 
the two companies — both are 
listed on the American Stock 
Exchange — would accept or 
reject the proposal. 
If the merger is carried out, it 
could mean creation of the first 
major film company since the 
Hollywood power st-’ictur e was 
established in thel£20s.

INTRODUCTION 
The Supreme Court’s procliv­ 
ity to decide cases based on 
‘ ’liberal” ideology rather than 
constitutional law, graphically 
described by Professor Phillip 
Kurland of the University of 
Chicago Law School last year, 
was demonstrated anew during 
the term of 1964-65, as the 
Court’s romance with the god­ 
dess of “ liberalism” grew in 
passion and ardor. Mr. Dooley’s 
observation, made around the 
turn of the century, that the 
Supreme Court follows the elec­ 
tion returns, whatever the Con­ 
stitution follows, was proved 
once more as the Court, already 
ahead of the executive and legis­ 
lative branches of the govern­ 
ment in creating the “ Great 
Society,” struggled to maintain 
its avant garde position in the 
face of being swamped by the 
quickening pace of the rest of 
government. 
In the frenzied attempt to stay 
ahead of the fashions of the 
day, the Constitution of the 
United llates was treated with 
as much relevance as the Roset­ 
ta Stone. Occasionally, an apt 
phrase or citation from an old 
case was thrown in to decorate 
an opinion, but constitutional 


history or law was no more 
built on in the last term than 
walls are built upon in modern 
buildings. Our ancestors actu­ 
ally used walls to support build­ 
ings; but today walls simply are 
hung on steel skeletons to hide 
the interior. The Eiffel Tower 
shows that walls can be dis­ 
pensed with completely. Ap­ 
parently, the Court deems that 
what is good enough for the 
building industry is good enough 
for constitutional law, and that 
their opinions ought to tower 
above the landscape and stand as 
long as the Empire State Build­ 
ing. This paper will attempt to 
diagram our new constitutional 
architecture as its implications 
were unravelled in the Court’s 
1964 term, and in doing so it 
may not be amiss to point out 
that any relation between the 
original Constitution and the 
Supreme Court’s opinions is as 
coincidental as that between 
Frank Lloyd Wright’s creations 
and the Washington Monument.

It has been translated, altered and im proved until the music and words now give us 
the full m agnificence of the first Easter. The original w ords are from a 14th century G e r­ 
man and Latin manuscript. The authors are unknown. It w as translated into English in 
1698 by Nahum Tate in collaboration with N icholas Brady. Practically nothing is known 
of Brady. Nahtyn -Tate, although a poet laureate of England, w as poverty stricken most 
of his life. The first English translation app eared in the Lyra Dividica, London, 1708. The 
hymn took its present form in John A rnold's Hymnal, 1749. 
The tune, stately and full of jubilation, has no recorded history or composer. It is simply 
known as an Easter Hymn. The second stanza gives us the full m eaning of Easter.

Bool heel Beat 
Three Factors in 
Highway Safety 


By MAX STURM 


HAYTT - With the BOOT- 


HEEL constantly having one 
of the highest traffic accident 
tolls 
of the 
nation's rural 


regions, leading citizens of the 
area have for the past two 
weeks been more than passing­ 
ly interested in the Washington 
hearings on automobile safety 
as shown on television and re­ 
ported in the newspapers and 
on the radio. 
It appears that, so far, the 


Washington probe of the sub­ 
ject has been directed mainly 
toward incorporating safety fea­ 
tures in automobiles that would 
help save the lives of and in­ 
juries to the occupants when 
their vehicle becomes involved 
in an accident. 
This week it appeared that 


the debate was on whether the 
government would have an auto­ 
mobile safety "czar" to work 
with the automobile manufac­ 
turers or leave it up to the 
manufacturers themselves for 
a few more years to re-design 
new models with safety devices. 
The 
automotive 
industry, 


through its spokesmen, argued 
against having the government 
tell them how to build the cars, 
suggesting that they be allowed 
to proceed on their own. 
TTiey pointed out that if they 


hadn't received the message be­ 
fore on making cars safer they 
had now and were ready to 
proceed with re-designing with- 
out 
further 
supervision or 


prodding by the government. 
Which way would be better, I 


wouldn't know at this stage, but 
so far the automotive industry 
has worked on an admitted basis 
that the public prefers auto­ 
mobiles with style, big horse­ 
power, gimmicks and gadgets 
and couldn't care less about 
sacrificing any of these 
for 


greater safety. In this position 
they are mainly right. 
For example, 
most 
new 


cars now come equipped with 
seat belts, but not all drivers 
and their passengers will use 
them. 
Last month in St. Louis coun­ 
ty there was a total of 12 traf. 
fic deaths, and, according to 
news reports, not one of the per­ 
sons who were killed was wear­ 
ing a seat belt. 
The automotive industry ad­ 
mits that cars can be built so 
that the occupants can survive 
collisions and upsets in which 
they would all be killed in the 
models now on the road, but 
with the indifference shown to 
the use of seat belts so far 
«they doubt that the public would 
fbuy such a car in large num­ 
bers. 
Anyway, it appears that the 


thinking is going to change in 
the automotive industry in a 
hurry whether or not the public 
is ready for it. 
In addition to the pressure 


from 
Washington 
there is 


another important factor that is 
building a really hot fire under 
the car manufacturers. That is 
the threat of huge damage suits 
against them based on traffic 
accidents in which claims of 
negligence in automobile man­ 
ufacturer are made. 
Already the largest automo­ 
bile manufacturer is involved 
in a number of such suits to 
the tune of $40 million. 
Times have changed and pub­ 
lic thinkings has changed to the 
extent that plaintiffs have a bet­ 
ter chance of winning large 
settlements in these actions in 
the courts than they could in the 
past, and the automobile manu­ 
facturers knew it and fear it. 
In this relation note the front 


page news this week that GM 
was going to spend $3 million 
to repair accelerator defects 
in 1.5 million 1964-65 models 
of two of its cars already on 
the nation's roads. In this king 
size move all owners of these 
particular cars will be asked 
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to bring them in to the dealers 
and other service centers to 
have the repair made free of 
charge. 
So I would say 
that we 


Bootheelers as well as all citi­ 
zens 
of the nation are going 


to have the opportunity to pur­ 
chase much safer cars in the 
future, and some of these ideas 
are sure to be incorporated in 
the '67 models with more added 
in the '68s and future years. 
While the automobile manu­ 
facturers have been taking their 
lumps these past few days, too 
little, if anything, has 
been 


said about a government-spon­ 
sored driver's education and 
training program that has been 
suggested by some citizens. 
With today's high speed 
ma­ 
chines, fast highways and dense 
traffic, driving is now a pro­ 
fessional job and much of the 
trouble is that too many ama­ 
teurs are driving the cars and 
becoming involved in the acci­ 
dents. 
Driver education courses in 


many high schools are aiding 
in this situation, but there are 
still millions of drivers in the 
nation who have never had any 
training. Much work still re­ 
mains to be done to make pro­ 
fessional drivers out of all of 
the motorists in the land. Un­ 
til 
more professionalism is 


practiced by more of 
the 


drivers, the heavy loss of life, 
limbs and property in traffic 
accidents will continue. 
Another 
program to aid in 


this drive to reduce the traf­ 
fic accident toll of course is 
more attention to safety in high­ 
way 
construction and 
the 


elimination of proven road and 
highway death traps. In the fed­ 
eral sponsored interstate: sys­ 
tem, it seems to many driv­ 
ers that the inclusion of a 
white 
strip along the outer 


edges of the pavement should 
have been mandatory on every 
mile of the super highways. It 
is my opinion that these white 
stripes make the highways con­ 
siderably safer for nighttime 
driving. Also a double counter­ 
line painted a few inches apart 
would have the effect of keeping 
vehicles 
farther apart in 


passing. In this idea I'm think­ 
ing of those drivers who have the 
bad habit of hugging the center- 
line. When two of these jokers 
attempt to pass each other, it 
can sometimes prove deadly. 
Two centerlines — one for him 
and one for me - would be 
much safer for both of us. 
Much also is still to be done 


on the thousands of miles 
of 


Missouri's Highways that are 
not 
in the interstate system. 


The white outer stripes, 
as 


used on some stretches, should 
be painted on all of the system. 
Left turn waiting lanes 
at 


many critical points should be 
constructed, and proven death­ 
traps should be either re-de­ 
signed, re-marked or the traf. 
fic slowed to safer levels with 
special low • speed zones. 
So the way it adds up, to real­ 
ly cut the traffic accident 
death, injury and property dam­ 
age toll, a three-way program 
in cooperative operation 
is 


going to be required. That in­ 
cludes 
safer 
automobiles 


through re-design, safer driv­ 
ers through mandatory training 
courses, and safer highways 
to eliminate the hazards and 
death traps.

spread basis this spring. 
A number of soil insects work 
principally under the soil sur­ 
face 
and damaged 
com seed 
or the roots and stems of young 
corn plants. 
Seed corn mag­ 
gots, and 
seed 
corn beetles 
injure the seed before or just 
as It sprouts. Wireworms dam­ 
age both com seed and seed­ 
ling plants. Cutworms cut off 
young 
corn plants or feed on 
the stems at or just below the 
ground line. 
Corn rootworms 
and grape colaspis feed on the 
root systems 
of young corn 
plants. In addition, 
there are 
several 
less common insects 
such as white grubs and bill— 
bugs which may cause addi­ 
tional damage to the roots of 
young corn plants. These soil 
insects are a threat to 
com 
stands almost every year, and 
when 
seasons 
are favorable 
for them, they often cause ser­ 
ious damage to corn stands and 
thereby decrease corn yields. 
Soil insecticides, if properly 
used, 
will protect corn stands 
against soil insect damage and 
will 
thereby increase 
corn 
yields. 
Returns that might be 
expected from the use of a soil 
insecticide will vary from sea­ 
son to season. Three year aver­ 
age results of test plots con­ 
ducted on farm s throughout the 
state showed 
that broadcast 


application of soil insecticide 
increased 
plant populations 
1400 stalks per acre and corn 
yields 
by 12 
bushels per 
acre. 
In 
comparison, in- 
the-row applications increased 
stalk counts 
1200 stalks per 
acre 
and yields by 10 bushels 
per 
acre. 
Based on results 
of research conducted on this 
problem and on-the-farm test 
plots, entomologists 
at 
the 
University of Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture say that a 
soil insecticide 
will pay for 
itself almost every year, and 
that during years when condi­ 
tions are favorable 
for soli 
insects, a soil insecticide will 
pay 
big 
dividends. 
A few 
years ago the Moroni Brothers 
from Painton harvested 100 bu­ 
shels of corn per acre from 
land treated with a soil in­ 
acre 
from land not treated in 
the same field. 
Either 
of two insecticides 
is recommended for soil Insect 
control. As 
test plot results 
outlined above indicate, broad­ 
cast 
treatments 
will usually 
give 
better control and high­ 
er returns 
than will in-the- 
row applications. For 
broad­ 
cast applications, 1.5 
pounds 
of actual aldrin or heptachlor is 
recommended. 
This 
treat­ 
ment should be applied 
after 
corn land is plowed and disked 
into the top two or three inches 
of soil. It is 
usually best to 
apply this treatment 10 to 12 
days before planting to kill the 
insects 
lie fore the corn is 
planted, however, the soil can 
be treated up until planting time. 
Broadcast treatments 
should 
not be plowed down, but it will 
not hurt to re-disk 
the land 
after the treatment is applied. 
For in-the-row 
applications, 
one pound 
of actual aldrin or 
heptachlor 
should 
be ap­ 
plied 
at planting. 
This may 
be done by applying 
an in­ 
secticide - fertilizer mixture 
through the fertilizer 
attach­ 
ment 
on the corn planter or 
by applying insecticide gran- 
I think it should be empha­ 
sized 
that neither aldrin or 
heptachlor should not be used 
on corn that will tfe grazed by 
or fed to dairy cattle.

CHARLESTON - Farm ers are 
already concerned about mois­ 
ture problems.

the driest March in 25 years. 
However, we cannot forget that 
we usually go from extremely

In only a few 
hours. We may get those spring 
rains yet and make everything 
work out. 
The 
normal date to begin 
planting cotton, 
is less than 
two weeks away. Continued dry 
weather 
will cause serious 
problems on cotton because of 
shallow planting. Several farm­ 
ers 
have asked about planting 
corn and cotton without using 
weed control chemicals because 
of a short moisture supply. Our 
answer has been to encourage 
the use of a recommended weed 
control chemical regardless of 
weather conditions. 
We 
feel 
that everything must be done on 
the assumption that 
growing 
conditions will be ideal. If we 
cut 
corners 
trying to save 
money 
then get a good grow­ 
ing season we 
have 
reduced 
our yield potential because we 
tried to save money, if we do 
everything, expecting an ideal 
growing season then we have 
weather problems we will still 
be ahead. Even with adverse 
weather conditions 
good man­ 
agement practices will always 
give you the greatest returns.

FROM THIS SLIGHT SEED 
Easter holds many spiritual wonders. Not the 
least among them is the almost miraculous 
way in which a few short sentences in the Bible 
carry the Easter story from generation to gen­ 
eration. 
Read this brief story again. There are other 
references in the Bible, parallel in their con­ 
tent, but this version is from the Gospel of 
John and was translated into modern English 
for the gospel issued as a booklet, “One Way 
for Modern Man,’* by the American Bible Society: 
But on the first day of the week, Mary of 
Magdala arrived at the tomb, very early in the 
morning, while it was still dark, and noticed 
that the stone had been taken away from the 
tomb. At this she ran, found Simon Peter and 
the other disciple whom Jesus loved, and told 
them, “They have taken the Lord out of the 
tomb and we don’t know where they have put 
him.” 
Peter and the other disciple set off at once 
for the tomb, the two of them running to­ 
gether. The other disciple ran faster than 
Peter and was the first to arrive at the tomb. 
He stopped and looked inside and noticed the 
linen cloths lying there but did not go in him­ 
self. Hard on his heels came Simon Peter, 
who went straight into the tomb. He noticed 
that the linen cloths were lying there, and 
that the handerchief, which had been round 
Jesus* head, was not lying with the linen 
cloths but was rolled up by itself, a little way 
apart. Then the other disciple, who was the 
first to arrive at the tomb, came inside as 
well, saw what had happened and believed. 
(They did not yet understand the scripture 
which said that he must rise from the dead.) 
So the disciples went back again to their 
homes. 
But Mary stood just outside the tomb, and 
she was crying. And as she cried, she looked 
into the tomb and saw two angels in white 
who sat, 
one at the head \ and one at the 
ifoot of the place where the body of Jesus had 
lain. 
• The angels spoke to her, “Why are you 
:crying?*’ they asked. 
“ Because they have taken away my Lord anc 
I don’t know where they have put him!” she 
said. 
Then she turned and noticed Jesus stand­ 
ing there, without realizing that it was Jesus. 
: “Why are you crying?*’ said Jesus to her. 
“‘Who are you looking for?” 
She, supposing that he was a gardener, said, 
“Oh, sir, if you have carried him away, please 
tell me where you have put him and I wiF 
take him away.** 
. Jesus said to her, “Mary!** 
At this she turned right around and said 
to him, in Hebrew, “Master!** 
“No!** said Jesus, “do not hold me now. I 
have not yet gone up to my Father. Go and 
tell my brothers that I am going up to my 
Father, and your Father, to my God and your 
:God.” 
And Mary of Magdala went off to the disciples 
•with the news, “ I have seen the Lord!*’ and she 
told them what he had said to her. 
. These simple words are the foundation truths 
on which the entire structure of Christianity 
has been built and which over the centuries 
have brought hope and courage to a multitude 
of Christians in the world. 
The sentences do not multiply although they 
have been the inspiration for literally billions 
of written and spoken words since they were 
written. Still the words seem to grow in strength 
and bulk with each year’s repetition of the 
familiar procession of old winters departing and 
new springs arriving, just as the roots of a 
giant tree spread and swell with sturdy might, 
piercing ever deeper into the soil as these 
same years pass.

FIFTY YEARS AFTER THE TROUBLES 
Two weeks of ceremonies commemorating 
the 50th anniversary of the 1916 Easter Monday 
uprising in Ireland begin on Sunday (April 10). 
FLAGS WILL BE FLOWN, speeches will be 
delivered, and soldiers will march to the tune 
of The Soldier’s Song. Sure and there’ll be 
fine words about Charles Stewart Parnell anc 
Daniel O'Connell and Padriac Pearseand James 
tonnolly and Constance, Countess Markiewicz, 
and all the other Irish patriots. And, the Lord 
willing, there shan’t be a bomb. 
For the Irish this April is a time to be both 
merry and sad — it was G. K. Chesterton 
who said of the Irish, “All their wars are 


merry, an tneir sons are sad.” Beginning on 
Easter Sunday the Emerald Isle will be awash 
with 
a fortnight of ceremonies dedicated to 
that merry and sad abortion, the Easter Rebel- 
lion of 1916. The proper anniversary is that o 1 
Easter Monday, which 50 years ago fell oi 
April 24, but the Irish can be forgiven fo: 
beginning a tiny bit early. 
On that Easter Monday half a century age 
a “Provisional Government of the Irish Repub­ 
lic” was declared, and the Irish Revolutionary 
Army was founded. The British government 
quickly put down the uprising after heavy fight­ 
ing. The outburst had been organized by the 
Irish nationalist Sinn Fein party with German 
encouragement. 
Some 3500 men and women were arrested, 
and the British made the great mistake of 
executing 15, who promptly became martyrs. 
Among the leaders was the American-born 
Eamon de Valera, who today is President of 
the Irish Republic. 
“DEV” was sentenced to death, reprieved, 
was then released. He was reimprisoned in 1918, 
and in the following January, still in jail, was 
elected President of the newly proclaimed Re­ 
public. 
The formal partition of Ireland, with the six 
northern counties remaining in the United King­ 
dom by choice, was expedited by the Irish Free 
State Treaty of 1921, negotiated only after further 
clashes between the IRA, the military force of 
De Valera’s Sinn Feiners, and troops of the 
Crown, reinforced by “black-and-tans” and 
other military cadets. 
Parts of the treaty were “distasteful** to De 
Valera, who resigned from the Presidency, 
split the Sinn Fein, and plunged Ireland into 
civil war. “We made it possible for the British 
government to rule Ireland,” De Valera boasted, 
“ and we can make it impossible for an Irish 
government working under British authority 
to rule Ireland.” 
IN THE CIVIL WAR some 10,000 IRA Ir­ 
regulars were imprisoned, and some 50 exe­ 
cuted. De Valera in 1923 ordered his followers 
to lay aside their arms. In 1925, however, the 
IRA cut free from De Valera; in 1931 it was 
proscribed in a public safety act. Meanwhile 
De Valera reorganized his party and in 1927 
went into Parliament. He was elected President 
of the Executive Council in 1932. The new 
Republic became completely free of Britain 
only in April 1949. 
The underground IRA announced that its terror 
raid of 1961 was its finale. The blowing up of 
the Dublin pillar dedicated to Lord Nelson last 
March 8 was an act of violence resented by a 
good many Irish patriots. 
A Belfast poet and clergyman, W. R. Rodgers, 
writing in the N. Y. Times recently, fore­ 
sees eventual reunion between North and South 
Ireland. Everyone may hope for this kind of 
peaceful resolution, for just as Paris is every­ 
one’s second city, Ireland seems to be every­ 
one’s second country.

100 YEARS OF A.S.P.C.A. 
Henry Bergh, the American pioneer in animal 
protection, had reason to rejoice 100 years 
ago. Badgered by Bergh and his supporters, 
the New York state legislature granted a charter 
of incorporation to the American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals on April 10, 
1866. In honor of the centennial, April has been 
designated A.S.P.C.A. Charter Month. 
Bergh was said to resemble Don Quixote—and 
nis efforts on behalf of maltreated animals 
seemed quixotic indeed to his contemporaries. 
The wealthy ex-diplomat, always impeccably at­ 
tired, often startled New Yorkers by delivering 
impromptu curbside sermons on the evils of 
beating horses. But public scorn turned to con­ 
cern after Bergh told an audience at Clinton 
Hall in February 1866 of the various cruelties 
inflicted on animals. 
Now that the carriage horse has gone the 
way of the celluloid collar, A.S.P.C.A. and 
its allies have turned their attention to the 
welfare of household pets. Petnaping appears 
to have become a lucrative and growing, though 
furtive, enterprise. Large numbers of un­ 
leashed cats and dogs have been snatched 
off suburban streets and sold to laboratories for 
medical research. Because they are usually 
well fed and inoculated, pet animals command 
higher prices than undernourished, parasite- 
ridden strays. 
But petnaping*s days may be numbered. The 
House Agriculture Committee has reported a 
bill to outlaw the practice, and the Senate 
Commerce Committee is expected to follow suit. 
Related bills, which would regulate the treat­ 
ment of laboratory animals, are unlikely to get 
anywhere. As Bergh discovered a century ago, 
lawmakers place a higher value on the medical 
benefits of animal research than on the comfort 
of the affected animals.

• The Promise of Easter 
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Missouri’s newspaper families, the Kenneu 
newspaper has won a reputation for having an 
outstanding editorial page and for thorough, 
well balanced and impartial coverage of the 
news in the Bootheel. There are few if any 
small dailies in Missouri or in the United 
States, published in communities the size of 
Kennett, which can compare with it. 
Many small dailies have abandoned the editorial 
page and no longer speak out with opinions 
about community, state, national and inter­ 
national affairs. A newspaper without an editorial 
page also is a weak spokesman for a community 
oecause its brain and voice both are muted and 
its function cannot be to lead but only to record 
the day’s events. 
It is doubtful if many small dailies mold 
opinion through the editorial page but those 
which carry editorials do stimulate a thought. 
Letters to the editor are evidence of this 
but reflect only a fraction of the citizen thought 
generated by opinion and comment on public 
affairs. 
In this function the Kennett newspaper is doing 
exceptionally well. 
There are others. 
The small daily, which publishes regardless of 
demand for advertising space on any given day, 
is providing a flexible service for both its 
readers and its advertisers. News can be ac­ 
comodated while it is still fresh and inter­ 
esting. Advertisers can be obliged with the same 
flexibility. 
Moving perishable items is easy in a daily 
newspaper where it is difficult for a news­ 
paper less frequently published. 
There are many other reasons why the daily’s 
flexibility better meets the needs of the ad­ 
vertiser, who also can offer merchandise for 
sale at the time of the greatest interest and 
buying appeal. 
It also is true that the merchant can ad­ 
vertise more often and more effectively in a 
daily. 
This, of course, produces greater revenue for 
the newspaper but the important thing is the 
greater service and sales potential that it gives 
the advertiser. If this weren’t so fewer ad­ 
vertisers would be using newspaper space 
with such great frequency. The proof is in the 
cash register. 
The small daily newspaper publisher has 
problems. It isn’t all gravy. He uses more 
paper, ink and electricity. He must employ 
more people to put out his high speed news­ 
paper with daily frequency. His machinery 
wears out faster. His repair bills are greater. 
He must have more equipment and enough in 
reserve to take care of breakdowns so that 
the newspaper will not be delayed in reaching 
readers. 
There are many issues of a daily newspaper 
that aren’t nearly as profitable as the single 
Issue of a weekly newspaper. 
The daily newspaper publisher must accept 
philosophically the narrow profit margin or even 
lack of profit of a paper on a low advertising 
day. 
He does so with the knowledge that the 
averages will save him and with the idea that 
he is performing a useful, flexible convenient 
public service. 
That’s what the Dunklin Democrat is doing 
every day and what every successful small 
daily is doing.

This puts it right up to the 
justice department. It knows 
that 93 per cent of the white 
population of Sunflower county 
is registered, as against only 
“per cent of the Negro pop­ 
ulation. In the rest of

sissippi outside 8unfl owe r coun­ 
ty, 43 per c#nt of the Negroes 
are registered, in Sunflower 
county 65 per cent of the pop­ 
ulation is Negro. 
Meanwhile, kindly Attorney 
General Katzenbach has sent no 
federal registrars to Sunflower 
county, the home of Sen. East­ 
land. He did send them last 
year to Bolivar county, which 
adjoins the rear of Sen. East­ 
land's plantation. But after only 
one day he yanked them out. You 
can guess who protested. 
The attorney 
general, of 
course, is not unaware that a 
very hot election campaign is 
going on in Mississippi with 
big 
John 
Eastland running 
scared. In fact, he is running 
for his political life. 
Lined up against him are Rep. 
Prentiss Walker, only Republi­ 
can congressman elected from 
Mississippi, who is backed by a

coalition of John Birchites, Re­ 
publicans and new Negro vot 
ers. Negro voters don't lovt 
Walker, but they love Eastlanc 
less. They figure that with East­ 
land removed as chairman of 
the judiciary committee, his re­ 
actionary hand would be re­ 
moved from the wrist of the 
justice department. 
If the attorney general sent 
federal registrars to Sunflower 
:ounty, Congressman Walker 
Arould raise the hue and cry

ls"*Regro and 11 per cent is 
registered

These foreign 
students, working in American 
slums, come from Nigeria, Viet 
Nam, Sweden, England, Brazil, 
Peru and Sierra Leone, the 
tiny Republic in West AfripxT 
This is quite a contrast to 
student beer drinking at Day­ 
tona Beach. 
Note — Founder of this Ohio 
program is David Steeds, a 
graduate of Cambridge Uni­ 
versity in England, now doing 
graduate study at Ohio Uni­ 
versity.

AP - All but 
two of 496 persons aboard were 
saved when the sleek white 
cruise ship Viking Princess was 
swept by flames that were still 
enveloping her off Cuba today. 
Passengers reaching Miami 
said the disciplined evacuation 
of the ship smothered panic. 
Latest reports said two per­ 
sons died of apparent heart at­ 
tacks but the other 494 persons 
aboard were rescued. 
"Every last one of the passen­ 
gers has been accounted fo r," 
said a spokesman for the Flag­ 
ship Lins Agency, operators of 
the ship, and none was missing. 
The spokesman, Stanley Thea, 
said 10 or 11 of the survivors 
flown into Miami on the last 
flight today were injured, but 
none seriously. 
E arlier, the navy said 484 
persons were rescued and 11 
were missing. 
Some passengers said the 536- 
foot Norwegian vessel had been

through much of the seven-day 
Caribbean cruise. The Good 
Friday fire apparently started 
in the engine room shortly aft­ 
er midnight and swept quickly 
through the ship. 
Coast Guard search and res­ 
cue headquarters at Miami re­ 
ported the hulk was still afloat 
and still ablaze today about 60 
miles southeast of Guantanamo 
Ba, Cuba.

Election Demanded 
‘In Short Time’ 


SAIGON,

Viet 
Nam 
(AP) — Buddhist leaders of all 
factions united tonight against 
the military junta of Prem ier 
Nguyen Cao Ky and demanded 
an elected civilian government 
for South Viet Nam "in a very 
short tim e.” 
In a proclamation read at 
Buddhist 
headquarters, 
the 
leaders 
announced 
they had 
formed a committee to lead the 
struggle against the government 
and appealed to "all the people 
wishing to show their opposition 
to the government” to contact 
the headquarters. 
The move came after Ky ap­ 
pointed Maj. Gen. Ton That 
Dinh to command the 1st Corps 
area in an apparent attempt to 
reassert his government's au­ 
thority over the country's north­ 
ernmost regions. Dinh was one 
Of the young officers who took 
part in the overthrow of P resi­ 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem in 1963. 
Thousands of Buddhists, who 
have been demonstrating in the 
streets for the past eight days, 
heard the proclamation in the 
Buddhist compound. 
It ordered the disorders to 
stop and 
said the Buddhist 
headquarters would take over 
the burden of the antigovern­ 
ment cause. 
The most important point in 
the document was the apparent 
unanimity of Buddhist leaders 
who previously had seemed split 
over their attitude toward Ky*s 
junta and the war effort against 
the Viet Cong and Communist 
North Viet Nam. 
Those assembled in the Bud­ 
dhist compound danced with joy 
as 
the document was read. 
Buddhist monks in yellow robes 
poured into the streets of Sai­ 
gon. 
About 
1,000 dem onstrators 
started for the streets just be­ 
fore the proclamation was read 
but the senior monks called 
them back for the reading. 
The document said: 
"The United Buddhist Church 
reaffirm s its position of joining 
the aspirations of the people. 
One of these aspirations is an 
elected congress in a very short 
tim e. This congress must be a 
platform where the people can 
speak about the sovereignty of 
their nation. 
"Since March 1 until now the 
Buddhists have tried to reach a 


solution with the government to 
avoid many sacrifices and riots 
in Saigon. But until now many 
obstacles to form this congress 
have been put in our way. 
"Meanwhile, all the activities 
of the people In their efforts to 
oppose the government have 
been separated. For this reason 
the United Buddhist Church has 
decided to accept leadership. 
We appeal to all branches of the 
United Buddhist Church to de­ 
clare an emergency to all Bud­ 
dhists and to inform them that 
all separate activities against 
the government must stop and 
that the headquarters of the 
Buddhist Church must be noti­ 
fied before new ones begin.” 
The 
statement 
continued: 
"The 
new 
organization is 
called the Viet Nam Buddhist 
Forces and it is directed by 
Thich Thien Minh (Director of 
Youth Affairs) and Thich 
Ho 
Giac (Director of Lay Affairs). 
These two venerables will lead 
the Buddhists in their struggle. 
For all the people wishing to 
show their opposition to the gov­ 
ernment, please contact 
our 
headquarters at Vien Hoa Dao. 
We will dictate the time and 
place.” 
As 1st Corps 
commander, 
Dinh took charge of the north­ 
ernmost 
area 
of South Viet 
Nam, including the cities of Da 
Nang and Hue, where the anti­ 
government 
demonstrations 
have centered. 
He replaced Maj. Gen. Nguy­ 
en Van Chuan, appointed by the 
junta last month to replace Lt. 
Gen. Nguyen Chanh Thl. 
The 
junta's ousting of Thi touched 
off the demonstrations. 
Dinh flew to Da Nang and 
Hue today and reportedly held a 
two-hour meeting with Buddhist 
leaders and Brig. Gen. Phan 
Xuan Nhuan, commander of the 
1st Division at Hue. At Da Nang 
he met with U. S. Marine com­ 
mander L t. Gen. Lewis Walt. 
U. S. Navy river craft and 
Marine helicopters evacuated 
more than 700 American civil­ 
ians, off-duty military person­ 
nel and foreign nations from Da 
Nang. 
An antigovernment 
demon­ 
stration by about 500 students 
at Dalat, 140 mives northeast 
of Saigon, was dispersed by 
Vietnamese rangers using tear 
gas and firing into the air.

U.S. Lost H-Bomb 
Twice During Hunt 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
—A 10-eyed mechanical astron­ 
omer named Orbiting Astro­ 
nomical 
Observatory 
sped 
around the earth today packed 
with the potential to unlock a 
host of celestial secrets. 
"This is a moment of history 
in astronomy,” a 
project of­ 
ficial declared. 
After 
five 
postponements 
caused by weather and mechan­ 
ical problems during the last 
two weeks, OAO rocketed from 
Cape Kennedy into a near-per­ 
fect orbit ranging from 502 to 
496 miles above the earth. 
Radio commands from the 
ground today were controlling 
the large satellite like a fine 
precision watch as its 10 tele­ 
scopic eyes were gently posi­ 
tioned to stare at stars, the gal­ 
axies, nebulae and interstellar 
gases. 
From its lofty orbit, OAO can 
view stars from above the cloak 
of 
the 
earth's atm osphere, 
which blocks out radiation from 
many celestial objects. 
The wave length, intensity 
and direction of interstellar ra ­ 
diation is the basis for many 
calculations 
concerning 
how 
stars were created and what 
chemical elements are in them. 
As the spacecraft rode on the 
wings of success, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration continued to study data 
filtering in on an ill-fated at­ 
tempt by a Centaur rocket to 
ignite its hydrogen-fueled en­ 
gines twice in space Thursday 
night. 
Centaur project officials said 
the space agency was "looking 
very closely” at the data to see 
if any changes were needed on 
an even larger hydrogen rocket 
stage scheduled to blastoff July 
18 as the upper stage of a giant 
Saturn IB rocket.

project manager for NASA's 
Lewis Research Center, said 
prelim inary indications show 
that a Centaur rocket failed to 
ignite twice in space because of 
an inadequate fuel supply.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States lost the elusive H- 
bomb a second time for nine 
days during the great 80-day 
search off Spain — and was in 
danger of losing it forever in a 
yawning undersea canyon, it 
was learned today. 
The 1.1 megaton device, re­ 
trieved from 2,900 feet deep in 
the Mediterranean Thursday, 
had shifted two weeks earlier 
along a widening ravine to with­ 
in a few hundred feet of a can­ 
yon extending to depths of 4,000 
feet —^beyond the capability of 
retrieval equipment. 
This 
exasperating develop­ 
ment occurred when one-inch 
thick nylon line snapped as a 
surface vessel's winch dragged 


the bomb up a 70-degree slope 
toward level area. 
The silvery, eight-ton bomb 
toppled 100 feet back into the 
underwater ravine and sank in 
the muck-filled bottom. There it 
remained hidden until April 3 
when the miniature sub Alvin, 
after repeated groping about the 
black depths, sighted a piece of 
the weapon's parachute pro­ 
truding from the mud.

Artificial Kidney 
May Fight Cancer 


ATLANTIC CITY, N J . (AP) 
— The artificial kidney may 
provide a new and unexpected 
aide in the chemical warfare on 
cancer, a scientist reported to­ 
day. 
Dr. Pierre M. Galletti of Pal­ 
ermo. Italy, said experiments 
with dogs suggest the possibility 
of linking the robot kidney to a 
patient being given powerful, 
but potentially dangerous anti­ 
cancer drugs — and using the 
robot to cleanse the patient's 
blood of drug remnants remain­ 
ing after the chemical attack on 
the cancer site. 
The idea, he told a scientific 


meeting, is to intercept the 
blood flowing back towards the 
heart from the cancer site, 
cleanse it in the machine, and 
shunt it back towards the heart. 
The drug used in the initial 
attack on the cancer site would 
have been Injected into an art­ 
ery taking blood away from the 
heart, so that phase would not 
present a safety problem, he 
indicated. 
Galletti, a visiting researcher 
at Emory University, Atlanta, 
Ga., described the animal ex­ 
periments to the annual meeting 
of the American Society for Ar­ 
tificial Internal Organs.

Mr. Dooley’s 
observation, made around the 
turn of the century, that the 
Supreme Court follows the elec­ 
tion returns, whatever the Con­ 
stitution follows, was proved 
once more as the Court, already 
ahead of the executive and legis­

In the frenzied attempt to stay 
ahead of the fashions of the 
day, the Constitution of the 
United Clates was treated with 
as much relevance as the Roset­ 
ta Stone. Occasionally, an apt 
phrase or citation from an old 
case was thrown in to decorate 
an opinion, but constitutional 


history or law was no more 
built on in the last term than 
walls are built upon in modern 
buildings. Our ancestors actu­ 
ally used walls to support build­ 
ings; but today walls simply are 
hung on steel skeletons to hide 
the interior. The Eiffel Tower 
shows that walls can be dis­ 
pensed 
with 
completely. Ap­ 
parently, the Court deems that 
what is good enough for the 
building industry is good enough 
for constitutional law, and that 
their opinions ought to tower 
above the landscape and stand as 
long as the Empire State Build­ 
ing. This paper will attempt to 
diagram our new constitutional 
architecture as its implications 
were unravelled in the Court’s 
1964 term , and in doing so it 
may not be amiss to point out 
that any relation between the 
original Constitution and the 
Supreme Court's opinions is as 
coincidental as that between 
Frank Lloyd Wright’s creations 
and the Washington Monument.

OF THE UNITED STATES 


A Review of the 1964 Term 


INTRODUCTION 
The Supreme Court's procliv­ 
ity to decide cases based on 
“ liberal** ideology rather than 
constitutional law, graphically 
described by Professor Phillip 
Kurland of the University of 
Chicago Law School last year, 
was demonstrated anew during 
the term of 1964-65, as the 
Court's romance with the god­ 
dess of “ liberalism'* grew In 
passion and ardor. Mr. Dooley's 
observation, made around the 
turn of the century, that the 
Supreme Court follows the elec­ 
tion returns, whatever the Con­ 
stitution follows, was proved 
once more as the Court, already 
ahead of the executive and legis­ 
lative branches of the govern­ 
ment In creating the “ Great 
Society," struggled to maintain 
its avant garde position In the 
face of being swamped by the 
quickening pace of the rest of 
government. 
In the frenzied attempt to stay 
ahead of the fashions of the 
day, the Constitution of the 
United Elates was treated with 
as much relevance as the Roset­ 
ta Stone. Occasionally, an apt 
phrase or citation from an old 
case was thrown l.i to decorate 
an opinion, but constitutional 


history or law was no more 
built on In the last term than 
walls are built upon In modern 
buildings. Our ancestors actu­ 
ally used walls to support build­ 
ings; but today walls simply are 
hung on steel skeletons to hide 
the Interior. The Eiffel Tower 
shows that walls can be dis­ 
pensed with completely. Ap­ 
parently, the Court deems that 
what Is good enough for the 
building Industry Is good enough 
for constitutional law, and that 
their opinions ought to tower 
above the landscape and stand as 
long as the Empire State Build­ 
ing. This paper will attempt to 
diagram our new constitutional 
architecture as Its Implications 
were unravelled In the Court's 
1964 term, and In doing so It 
may not be amiss to point out 
that any relation between the 
original Constitution and the 
Supreme Court's opinions Is as 
coincidental as that between 
Frank Lloyd Wright's creations 
and the Washington Monument.

The universally beloved and probably best known Easter hymn exists today because of 
the faith of many devoted persons, known and unknown. 
It has been translated, altered and improved until the music and words now give us 
the full magnificence of the first Easter. The original words are from a 1 4th century Ger­ 
man and Latin manuscript. The authors are unknown. It was translated into English in 
1698 by Nahum Tate in collaboration with Nicholas Brady. Practically nothing is known 
of Brady. Nahi^m Tate, although a poet laureate of England, was poverty stricken most 
of his life. The first English translation app eared in the Lyra Dividica, London, 1 708. The 
hymn took its present form in John Arnold's Hymnal, 1749. 
The tune, stately and full of jubilation, has no recorded history or composer. It is simply 
known as an Easter Hymn. The second stanza gives us the full meaning of Easter.

The first English translation app eared in the Lyra Dividica, London, 1708 The 
hymn took its present form in John A rn old ’s Hym nal, 1749. 
The tune, stately and full of jubilation, has no recorded history or com poser It is simply 
known as an Easter Hymn. The second stanza gives us the full m eaning of Easter

Bootheel Beat 
Three Factors in 
Highway Safety

HAYTI - With the BOOT- 
HEEL 
constantly having one 
of the highest traffic accident 
tolls 
of the 
nation's ru ral 
regions, leading citizens of the 
area have for the past two 
weeks been more than passing­ 
ly interested in the Washington 
hearings on automobile safety 
as shown on television and re ­ 
ported 
in the newspapers and 
on the radio. 
It appears that, so far, the 
Washington probe of the sub­ 
ject has been directed mainly 
toward incorporating safety fea­ 
tures in automobiles that would 
help save the lives of and in­ 
juries to the occupants when 
their vehicle becomes involved 
in an accident. 
This week it appeared that 
the debate was on whether the 
government would have an auto­ 
mobile safety "czar** to work 
with the automobile manufac­ 
tu re rs or leave it up to the 
m anufacturers them selves for 
a few more years to re-design 
new models with safety devices. 
The 
automotive 
industry, 
through its spokesmen, argued 
against having the government 
tell them how to build the ca rs, 
suggesting that they be allowed 
to proceed on their own. 
They pointed out that if they 
hadn't received the m essage be­ 
fore on making ca rs safer they 
had now and w ere ready to 
proceed with re-designing with­ 
out 
further 
supervision or 
prodding by the government. 
Which way would be better, I 
wouldn't know at this stage, but 
so far the automotive industry 
has worked on an adm itted basis 
that the public prefers 
auto­ 
mobiles with style, big horse­ 
power, gim m icks and gadgets 
and couldn't care less 
about 
sacrificing any of these 
for 
greater safety. In this position 
they a re mainly right. 
For example, 
most 
new 
cars now come equipped with 
seat belts, but not all drivers 
and their passengers will use 
them. 
L ast month in St. Louis coun­ 
ty there was a total of 12 traf. 
fic deaths, and, according to 
news rep o rts, not one of the p er­ 
sons who were killed was w ear­ 
ing a seat belt. 
The automotive industry ad­ 
mits that cars can be built so 
that the occupants can survive 
collisions and upsets in which 
they would all be killed in the 
models now on the road, but 
with the indifference shown to 
the use of seat belts so far 
vthey doubt that the public would 
diuy such a c a r in large num­ 
bers. 
Anyway, it appears that the 
thinking is going to change in 
the automotive industry in a 
hurry whether or not the public 
is ready for it. 
In addition to the pressure 
from 
Washington 
there 
is 
another im portant tector that is 
building a really hot fire under 
the car m anufacturers. That is 
the threat of huge damage suits 
against them based on traffic 
accidents in which claim s 
of 
negligence in automobile man­ 
ufacturer a re made. 
Already the largest automo­ 
bile m anufacturer is involved 
in a number of such suits to 
the tune of $40 million. 
Tim es have changed and pub­ 
lic thinkings has changed to the 
extent that plaintiffs have a bet­ 
te r chance of winning large 
settlem ents in these actions in 
the courts than they could in the 
past, and the automobile manu­ 
facturers knew it and fear it. 
In this relation note the front 
page news this week that GM 
was going to spend $3 million 
to repair accelerator defects 
in 1.5 million 1964-65 models 
of two of its cars already on 
the nation's roads. In this king 
size move all owners of these 
particular cars will be asked 
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to bring them in to the dealers 
and other service centers to 
have the repair made free of 
charge. 
So I would 
say 
that 
we 
Bootheelers as well as all citi­ 
zens 
of the nation a re going 
to have the opportunity to pur­ 
chase much safer ca rs in the 
future, and some of these Ideas 
a re sure to be incorporated in 
the '67 models with more added 
in the '68s and future years. 
While the automobile manu­ 
facturers have been taking their 
lumps these past few days, too 
little, if anything, has 
been 
said about a government-spon- 
sored d riv er's education 
and 
training program that has been 
suggested 
by 
some citizens. 
With today's high speed 
ma­ 
chines, fast highways and dense 
traffic, driving is now a pro­ 
fessional job and much of the 
trouble is that too many am a­ 
teurs a re driving the cars and 
becoming involved in the acci­ 
dents. 
D river education courses in 
many high schools a re aiding 
in this situation, but there are 
still millions of drivers in the 
nation who have never had any 
training. Much work still re ­ 
mains to be done to make pro­ 
fessional drivers out of all of 
the m otorists in the land. Un­ 
til 
more 
professionalism is 
practiced by more of 
the 
drivers, the neavy loss of life, 
lim bs and property 
in traffic 
accidents will continue. 
Another 
program to aid in 
this drive to reduce the tra f­ 
fic accident toll of course is 
more attention to safety in high­ 
way 
construction and 
the 
elimination of proven road and 
highway death trap s. In the fed­ 
eral sponsored interstate; sys­ 
tem , it seem s to many driv­ 
e rs that the inclusion of a 
white 
strip 
along 
the outer 
edges of the pavement should 
have been mandatory on every 
mile of the super highways. It 
is my opinion that these white 
strip es make the highways con­ 
siderably safer for nighttime 
driving. Also a double counter­ 
line painted a few inches apart 
would have the effect of keeping 
vehicles 
farther 
apart 
in 
passing. In this idea I'm think­ 
ing of those drivers who have the 
bad habit of hugging the center- 
line. When two of these jokers 
attem pt to pass each other, it 
can som etim es prove deadly. 
Two centerlines •* one for him 
and one for me - would 
be 
much safer for both of us. 
Much also is still to be done 
on the thousands of m iles 
of 
M issouri's 
Highways that are 
not 
in the interstate system . 
The white outer strip es, 
as 
used on some stretches, should 
be painted on all of the system . 
Left turn waiting lanes 
at 
many critical points should be 
constructed, and proven death­ 
traps should be either re-de­ 
signed, re-m arked or the traf­ 
fic slowed to safer levels with 
special low • speed zones. 
So the way it adds up, to real­ 
ly 
cut 
the 
traffic 
accident 
death, injury and property dam­ 
age toll, a three-way program 
in cooperative operation 
is 
going to be required. That in­ 
cludes 
safer 
automobiles 
through re-design, safer driv­ 
e rs through mandatory training 
courses, and safer highways 
to elim inate the hazards 
and 
death trap s.

a soil insecticide 
as a means 
of 
protecting 
corn stands 
against damage by soil insects 
will be practiced 
on a wide­ 
spread basis this spring. 
A number of soil insects work 
principally under the soil su r­ 
face 
and damaged 
corn seed 
or the roots and stem s of young 
corn plants. 
Seed corn mag­ 
gots, and 
seed 
corn beetles 
injure the seed before or just 
as it sprouts. W ireworms dam­ 
age both corn seed and seed­ 
ling plants. Cutworms cut off 
young 
corn plants or feed on 
the stem s at or just below the 
ground line. 
Corn rootworms 
and grape colaspis feed on the 
root system s 
of young corn 
plants. In addition, 
there are 
several 
less common insects 
such as white grubs and bill— 
bugs which may cause addi­ 
tional damage to the roots of 
young corn plants. 
These soil 
insects are a threat to 
corn 
stands alm ost every year, and 
when 
seasons 
are favorable 
for them, they often cause se r­ 
ious damage to corn stands and 
thereby decrease corn yields. 
Soil insecticides, 
if properly 
used, 
will protect corn stands 
against soil insect damage and 
will 
thereby increase 
corn 
yields. 
Returns that might be 
expected from the use of a soil 
insecticide will vary from sea­ 
son to season. Three year aver­ 
age results of test plots con­ 
ducted on farm s throughout the 
state showed 
that broadcast 


application of 
soil insecticide 
increased 
plant populations 
1400 stalks per acre and corn 
yields 
by 12 
bushels p er 
acre. 
In 
comparison, in- 
the-row applications increased 
stalk counts 
1200 stalks p er 
acre 
and yields by 10 bushels 
per 
acre. 
Based on resu lts 
of research conducted on this 
problem and on-the-farm test 
plots, entomologists 
at 
the 
University of M issouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture say that a 
soil insecticide 
will pay for 
itself 
alm ost every year, and 
that during years when condi­ 
tions are favorable 
for soil 
insects, a soil insecticide will 
pay 
big 
dividends. 
A few 
years ago the Moroni B rothers 
from Painton harvested 100 bu­ 
shels of corn per acre from 
land treated with a soil in­ 
acre 
from land not treated in 
the sam e field. 
Either 
of two insecticides 
is recommended for soil insect 
control. As 
test plot results 
outlined above indicate, broad­ 
cast 
treatm ents 
will usually 
give 
better control and high­ 
e r returns 
than will in-the- 
row applications. For 
broad­ 
cast applications, 1.5 
pounds 
of actual aldrin or heptachlor Is 
recom m ended. 
This 
tre a t­ 
ment should be applied 
after 
corn land is plowed and disked 
into the top two or three inches 
of soil. It is 
usually best to 
apply this treatm ent 10 to 12 
days before planting to kill the 
insects 
before the corn is 
planted, however, the soil can 
be treated up until planting tim e. 
B roadcast treatm ents 
should 
not be plowed down, but it will 
not hurt to re-disk 
the land 
after the treatm ent is applied. 
For in-the-row 
applications, 
one pound 
of actual aldrin o r

CHARLESTON - F arm ers are 
already concerned about m ois­ 
ture problems. This is unusual 
for this time of year but some 
fields need m oisture to germ in­ 
ate corn and in all cases where 
weed control chem icals have 
been 
applied, 
m oisture 
is 
needed to make 
them work. 
Official 
weather 
records 
show that we 
just com pleted 
the driest March in 25 years. 
However, we cannot forget that 
we usually go from extrem ely 
dry to a point where we have 
excess 
water 
in only a few 
hours. We may get those spring 
rains yet and make everything 
work out. 
The 
normal date to begin 
planting cotton, 
is less than 
two weeks away. Continued dry 
weather 
will cause serious 
problems on cotton because of 
shallow planting. Several farm ­ 
ers 
have asked about planting 
corn and cotton without using 
weed control chem icals because 
of a short m oisture supply. Our 
answer has been to encourage 
the use of a recommended weed 
control chemical regardless of 
weather conditions. 
We 
feel 
that everything must be done on 
the assumption that 
growing 
conditions will be ideal. If we 
cut 
corners 
trying to save 
money 
then get a good grow­ 
ing season we 
have 
reduced 
our yield potential because we 
tried to save money. If we do 
everything, expecting an ideal 
growing season then we have 
weather problem s we will still 
be ahead. Even with adverse 
weather conditions 
good man­ 
agement 
practices will always 
give you the greatest retu rn s.

Three Factors in 
Highway Safety

HAYTI « With the BOOT­ 
HEEL constantly having one 
of the highest traffic accident 
tolls 
of the 
nation’s rural 
regions, leading citizens of the 
area have tor the past two 
weeks been more than passing­ 
ly Interested In the Washington 
hearings on automobile safety 
as shown on television and re­ 
ported In the newspapers and 
on the radio. 
It appears that, so ter, the 
Washington probe of the sub­ 
ject has been directed mainly 
toward Incorporating safety fea­ 
tures In automobiles that would 
help save the lives of and In­ 
juries to the occupants when 
their vehicle becomes involved 
In an accident. 
This week It appeared that 
the delate was on whether the 
government would have an auto­ 
mobile safety “czar** to work 
with the automobile manufac­ 
turers or leave it up to the 
manufacturers themselves for 
a few more years to re-design 
new models with safety devices. 
The 
automotive 
industry, 
through Its spokesmen, argued 
against having the government 
tell them how to build the cars, 
suggesting that they be allowed 
to proceed on their own. 
They pointed out that lf they 
hadn't received the message be­ 
fore on making cars safer they 
had now and were ready to 
proceed with re-deslgning with­ 
out 
further 
supervision or 
prodding by the government. 
Which way would be better, I 
wouldn't know at this stage, but 
so far the automotive Industry 
has worked on an admitted basis 
that the public prefers auto­ 
mobiles with style, big horse­ 
power, gimmicks and gadgets 
and couldn't care less about 
sacrificing any of these 
for 
greater safety. In this position 
they are mainly right. 
For example, 
most 
new 
cars now come equipped with 
seat belts, but not all drivers 
and their passengers will use 
them. 
Last month In St. Louis coun­ 
ty there was a total of 12 traf­ 
fic deaths, and, according to 
news reports, not one af the per­ 
sons who were killed was wear­ 
ing a seat belt. 
The automotive Industry ad­ 
mits that cars can be built so 
that the occupants can survive 
collisions and upsets In which 
they would all be killed In the 
models now on the road, but 
with the indifference shown to 
the use of seat belts so Cir 
.they doubt that the public would 
*bu> sudi a car In large num­ 
bers. 
Anyway, it appears that the 
thinking is going to change In 
the automotive Industry In a 
hurry whether or not the public 
is ready for it. 
In addition to the pressure 
from 
Washington 
there is 
another important teeter that Is 
building a really hot fire under 
the car manutecturers. That is 
the threat of huge damage suits 
against them based on traffic 
accidents In which claims of 
negligence in automobile man- 
utecturer are made. 
Already the largest automo­ 
bile manufacturer Is involved 
in a number of such suits to 
the tune of $40 million. 
Times have changed and pub­ 
lic thinkings has changed to the 
extent that plaintiffs have a bet­ 
ter chance of winning large 
settlements in these actions in 
the courts than they could in the 
past, and the automobile manu­ 
tecturers knew it and fear it. 
In this relation note the front 
page news this week that GM 
was going to spend $3 million 
to repair accelerator defects 
in 1.5 million 1964-65 models 
of two ai Its cars already on 
the nation’s roads. In this king 
size move all owners of these

Much work still re­ 
mains to be done to make pro­ 
fessional drivers out of all of 
the motorists In the land. Un­ 
til 
more professionalism Is 
practiced by more of 
the 
drivers, the heavy loss of life, 
limbs and property In traffic 
accidents will continue. 
Another 
program to ald in 
this drive to reduce the traf­ 
fic accident toll of course Is 
more attention to safety In high­ 
way 
construction and 
the 
elimination of proven road and 
highway death traps. In the fed­ 
eral sponsored Interstate sys­ 
tem, it seems to many driv­ 
ers that the inclusion af a 
white strip along the outer 
edges of the pavement should 
have been mandatory on every 
mile of the super highways. It 
Is my opinion that these white 
stripes make the highways con­ 
siderably safer tor nighttime 
driving. Also a double counter- 
line painted a few Inches apart 
would have the effect of keeping 
vehicles 
terther apart 
in 
passing. In this Idea I'm think­ 
ing of those drivers who have the 
bad I ta bit of hugging the center­ 
line. When two of these Jokers 
attempt to pass each other, It 
can sometimes prove deadly. 
Two centerlines — one tor him 
and one for me — would be 
much safer tor both of us. 
Much also Is still to be done 
on the thousands of miles 
of 
Missouri's Highways that are 
not 
in the Interstate system. 
The white outer stripes, 
as 
used on some stretches, should 
be painted on all of the system. 
Left turn waiting lanes 
at 
many critical points should be 
constructed, and proven death­ 
traps should be either rcode­ 
signed, re-marked or the traf­ 
fic slowed to safer levels with 
special low • speed zones. 
So the way it adds up, to real­ 
ly cut the traffic accident 
death, Injury and property dam­ 
age toll, a three-way program 
in cooperative operation 
is 
going to be required. That In­

safer 
automobiles 
through re-design, safer driv­ 
ers through mandatory training 
courses, and safer highways 
to eliminate the hazards and 
death traps.

as a means

com stands 
against damage by soil Insects 
will be practiced on a wide­ 
spread basis this spring. 
A number of soil Insects work 
principally under the soil sur­ 
face and damaged com seed 
or the roots and stems of young 
com plants. Seed com mag­ 
gots, and seed com beetles 
injure the seed before or Just 
as it sprouts. Wireworms dam­ 
age both com seed and seed­ 
ling plants. Cutworms cut off 
young com plants or feed on 
the stems at or Just below the 
ground line. Com root worms 
and grape colaspls feed on the 
root systems 
of young com 
plants. In addition, 
there are 
several 
less common Insects 
such as white grubs and bill­ 
bugs which may cause addi­ 
tional damage to the roots of 
young com plants. These soil 
Insects are a threat to com 
stands almost every year, and 
when 
seasons 
are favorable 
for them, they often cause ser­ 
ious damage to com stands and 
thereby decrease corn yields. 
Soil Insecticides, if properly 
used, 
will protect corn stands 
against soil insect damage and 
will 
thereby increase 
com 
yields. Returns that might be 
expected from the use of a soil 
insecticide will vary from sea­ 
son to season. Three year aver­ 
age results of test plots con­ 
ducted on terms th rough out Ute 
state showed 
that broadcast 


application of soil Insecticide 
Increased 
plant populations 
1400 stalks per acre and com 
yields 
by 12 
bushels per 
acre. 
In 
comparison, in- 
the-row applications Increased 
stalk counts 
1200 stalks per 
acre and yields by IO bushels 
per 
acre. Based on results 
of research conducted on this 
problem and on-the-farm test 
plots, entomologists 
at 
the 
University of Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture say that a 
soil insecticide 
will pay tor 
itself almost every year, and 
that during years when condi­ 
tions are favorable 
for soil 
Insects, a soil insecticide will 
pay 
big 
dividends. 
A few 
years ago the Moroni Brothers 
from Painton harvested IOO bu­ 
shels of com per acre from 
land treated with a soil ln- 
acre from land not treated In 
the same field. 
Either 
of two insecticides 
is recommended for soil insect 
control. As 
test plot results 
outlined above Indicate, broad­ 
cast treatments 
will usually 
give better control and high­ 
er returns 
than will in-the- 
row applications. For broad­ 
cast applications, 1.5 pounds 
of actual aldrin or heptachlor Is 
recommended. 
This 
treat­ 
ment should be applied after 
corn land is plowed and disked 
into the top two or three Inches 
of soil. It Is 
usually best to 
apply this treatment IO to 12 
days before planting to kill the 
insects 
before the com is 
planted, however, the soil can 
be treated up until planting time. 
Broadcast treatments 
should 
not be plowed down, bid It will 
not hurt to re-disk the land 
after the treatment is applied. 
For in-the-row 
applications, 
one pound of actual aldrin or 
lieptachlor 
should 
be ap­ 
plied 
at planting. 
This may 
be done by applying 
an In­ 
secticide - fertilizer mixture 
through the fertilizer attach­ 
ment on the com planter or 
by applying Insecticide gran- 
I think it should be empha­ 
sized 
that neither aldrin or 
heptachlor should not be used 
on com that will Bb grazed by 
or fed to dairy cattle.

answer bas been to encourage 
the use of a recommended weed 
control chemical regardless of 
weather conditions. We feel 
that everything must be done on

If we 
cut comers 
trying to save 
money then get a good grow­ 
ing season we have reduced 
our yield potential because we 
tried to save money. If we do 
everything, expecting an Ideal 
growing season then we have 
weather problems we will still 
be ahead. Even with adverse 
weather conditions good man­ 
agement practices will always 
give you the greatest returns.

identified as weapon.”

FROM THIS SLIGHT SEED 
Easter holds many spiritual wonders. Not the 
least among them is the almost miraculous 
way in which a few short sentences in the Bible 
carry the Easter story from generation to gen­ 
eration. 
Read this brief story again. There are other 
references in the Bible, parallel in their con­ 
tent, but this version is from the Gospel of 
John and was translated into modern English 
for the gospel issued as a booklet, “ One Way 
for Modern Man,” by the American Bible Society: 
But on the first day of the week, Mary of 
Magdala arrived at the tomb, very early in the 
morning, while it was still dark, and noticed 
that the stone had been taken away from the 
tomb. At this she ran, found Simon Peter and 
the other disciple whom Jesus loved, and told 
them, “ They have taken the Lord out of the 
tomb and we don’t know where they have put 
him.” 
Peter and the other disciple set off at once 
for the tomb, the two of them running to­ 
gether. The other disciple ran faster than 
Peter and v/as the first to arrive at the tomb. 
He stopped and looked inside and noticed the 
linen cloths lying there but did not go in him­ 
self. Hard on his heels came Simon Peter, 
who went straight into the tomb. He noticed 
that the linen cloths were lying there, and 
that the handerchief, wrhich had been round 
Jesus’ head, was not lying with the linen 
cloths but was rolled up by itself, a little way 
apart. Then the other disciple, who w'as the 
first to arrive at the tomb, came inside as 
well, saw what had happened and believed. 
(They did not yet understand the scripture 
which said that he must rise from the dead.) 
So the disciples went back again to their 
homes. 
But Mary stood just outside the tomb, and 
she was crying. And as she cried, she looked 
into the tomb and saw two angels in white 
who sat, 
one at the head \ and one at the 
foot of the place where the body of Jesus had 
lain. 
The angels spoke to her, 
“ Why are you 
crying?” they asked. 
“Because they have taken away my Lord anc 
I don’t know' where they have put him!” she 
said. 
Then she turned and noticed Jesus stand­ 
ing there, without realizing that it was Jesus. 
: “ Why are you crying?” said Jesus to her. 
“ Who are you looking for?” 
She, supposing that he was a gardener, said, 
“Oh, sir, if you have carried him away, please 
tell me where you have put him and I wiL 
take him away.” 
Jesus said to her, “ Mary!” 
At this she turned right around and said 
to him, in Hebrew, “ Master!” 
“No!” said Jesus, “ do not hold me now. I 
have not yet gone up to my Father. Go and 
tell my brothers that I am going up to my 
Father, and your Father, to my God and your 
God.” 
And Mary of Magdala went off to the disciples 
with the news, “ I have seen the Lord!” and she 
told them what he had said to her. 
. These simple words are the foundation truths 
on which the entire structure of Christianity 
has been built and which over the centuries 
have brought hope and courage to a multitude 
of Christians in the world. 
The sentences do not multiply although they 
have been the inspiration for literally billions 
of written and spoken words since they were 
written. Still the words seem to grow in strength 
and bulk with each year’s repetition of the 
familiar procession of old winters departing and 
new springs arriving, just as the roots of a 
giant tree spread and swell with sturdy might, 
piercing ever deeper into the soil as these 
same years pass.

FIFTY YEARS AFTER THE TROUBLES 
Two weeks of ceremonies commemorating 
the 50th anniversary of the 1916 Easter Monday 
: uprising in Ireland begin on Sunday (April 10). 
FLAGS WILL BE FLOWN, speeches will be 
delivered, and soldiers will march to the tune 
of The Soldier’s Song. Sure and there’ll be 
fine words about Charles Stewart Parnell anc 
Daniel O’Connell and Padriac Pearse and James 
Connolly and Constance, Countess Markiewicz, 
and all the other Irish patriots. And, the Lord 
willing, there shan’t be a bomb. 
For the Irish this April is a time to be both 
merry and sad — it was G. K. Chesterton 
who said of the Irish, “All their wars are 


merry, an their sons are sad.” Beginning on 
Easter Sunday the Emerald Isle will be awash 
with 
a fortnight of ceremonies dedicated to 
that merry and sad abortion, the Easter Rebel­ 
lion of 1916. The proper anniversary is that o 1 
Easter Monday, which 50 years ago fell oi 
April 24, but the Irish can be forgiven fo: 
beginning a tiny bit early. 
On that Easter Monday half a century age 
a “ Provisional Government of the Irish Repub­ 
lic” was declared, and the Irish Revolutionary 
Army was founded. The British government 
quickly put down the uprising after heavy fight­ 
ing. The outburst had been organized by the 
Irish nationalist Sinn Fein party with German 
encouragement. 
Some 3500 men and women were arrested, 
and the British made the great mistake of 
executing 15, who promptly became martyrs. 
Among the leaders was the American-born 
Eamon de Valera, who today is President of 
the Irish Republic. 
“ DEV” was sentenced to death, reprieved, 
was then released. He was reimprisoned in 1918, 
and in the following January, still in jail, was 
elected President of the newly proclaimed Re­ 
public. 
The formal partition of Ireland, with the six 
northern counties remaining in the United King­ 
dom by choice, was expedited by the Irish Free 
State Treaty of 1921, negotiated only after further 
clashes between the IRA, the military force of 
De Valera’s Sinn Feiners, and troops of the 
Crown, reinforced by “black-and-tans” and 
other military cadets. 
Parts of the treaty were “distasteful” to De 
Valera, who resigned from the Presidency, 
split the Sinn Fein, and plunged Ireland into 
civil war. “ We made it possible for the British 
government to rule Ireland,” De Valera boasted, 
“ and we can make it impossible for an Irish 
government working under British authority 
to rule Ireland.” 
IN THE CIVIL WAR some 10,000 IRA Ir­ 
regulars were imprisoned, and some 50 exe­ 
cuted. De Valera in 1923 ordered his followers 
to lay aside their arms. In 1925, however, the 
IRA cut free from De Valera; in 1931 it was 
proscribed in a public safety act. Meanwhile 
De Valera reorganized his party and in 1927 
went into Parliament. He was elected President 
of the Executive Council in 1932. The new 
Republic became completely free of Britain 
only in April 1949. 
The underground IRA announced that its terror 
raid of 1961 was its finale. The blowing up of 
the Dublin pillar dedicated to Lord Nelson last 
March 8 was an act of violence resented by a 
good many Irish patriots. 
A Belfast poet and clergyman, W. R. Rodgers, 
writing in the N. Y. Times recently, fore­ 
sees eventual reunion between North and South 
Ireland. Everyone may hope for this kind of 
peaceful resolution, for just as Paris is every­ 
one’s second city, Ireland seems to be every­ 
one’s second country.

100 YEARS OF A.S.P.C.A. 
Henry Bergh, the American pioneer in animal 
protection, had reason to rejoice 100 years 
ago. Badgered by Bergh and his supporters, 
the New York state legislature granted a charter 
of incorporation to the American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals on April 10, 
1866. In honor of the centennial, April has been 
designated A.S.P.C.A. Charter Month. 
Bergh was said to resemble Don Quixote—and 
nis efforts on behalf of maltreated animals 
seemed quixotic indeed to his contemporaries. 
The wealthy ex-diplomat, always impeccably at­ 
tired, often startled New Yorkers by delivering 
impromptu curbside sermons on the evils of 
beating horses. But public scorn turned to con­ 
cern after Bergh told an audience at Clinton 
Hall in February 1866 of the various cruelties 
inflicted on animals. 
Now that the carriage horse has gone the 
way of the celluloid collar, A.S.P.C.A. and 
its allies have turned their attention to the 
welfare of household pets. Petnaping appears 
to have become a lucrative and growing, though 
furtive, enterprise. 
Large numbers of un­ 
leashed cats and dogs have been snatched 
off suburban streets and sold to laboratories for 
medical research. Because they are usually 
well fed and inoculated, pet animals command 
higher prices than undernourished, parasite- 
ridden strays. 
But petnaping’s days may be numbered. The 
House Agriculture Committee has reported a 
bill to outlaw the practice, and the Senate 
Commerce Committee is expected to follow suit. 
Related bills, which would regulate the treat­ 
ment of laboratory animals, are unlikely to get 
anywhere. As Bergh discovered a century ago, 
lawmakers place a higher value on the medical 
benefits of animal research than on the comfort 
of the affected animals.

Missouri’s newspaper families, the Kennew 
newspaper has won a reputation for having an 
outstanding editorial page and for thorough, 
well balanced and impartial coverage of the 
news in the Bootheel. There are few if any 
small dailies in Missouri or in the United 
States, published in communities the size of 
Kennett, which can compare with it. 
Many small dailies have abandoned the editorial 
page and no longer speak out with opinions 
about community, state, national and inter­ 
national affairs. A newspaper without an editorial 
page also is a weak spokesman for a community 
oecause its brain and voice both are muted and 
its function cannot be to lead but only to record 
the day’s events. 
It is doubtful if many small dailies mold 
opinion through the editorial page but those 
which carry editorials do stimulate a thought. 
Letters to the editor are evidence of this 
but reflect only a fraction of the citizen thought 
generated by opinion and comment on public 
affairs. 
In this function the Kennett newspaper is doing 
exceptionally well. 
There are others. 
The small daily, which publishes regardless of 
demand for advertising space on any given day, 
is providing a flexible service for both its 
readers and its advertisers. News can be ac­ 
comodated while it is still fresh and inter­ 
esting. Advertisers can be obliged with the same 
flexibility. 
Moving perishable items is easy in a daily 
newspaper where it is difficult for a news­ 
paper less frequently published. 
There are many other reasons why the daily’s 
flexibility better meets the needs of the ad­ 
vertiser, who also can offer merchandise for 
sale at the time of the greatest interest and 
buying appeal. 
It also is true that the merchant can ad­ 
vertise more often and more effectively in a 
daily. 
This, of course, produces greater revenue for 
the newspaper but the important thing is the 
greater service and sales potential that it gives 
the advertiser. If this weren’t so fewer ad­ 
vertisers would be using newspaper space 
with such great frequency. The proof is in the 
cash register. 
The small daily newspaper publisher has 
problems. It isn’t all gravy. He uses more 
paper, ink and electricity. He must emploj 
more people to put out his high speed news­ 
paper with daily frequency. His machiner} 
wears out faster. His repair bills are greater. 
He must have more equipment and enough in 
reserve to take care of breakdowns so that 
the newspaper will not be delayed in reaching 
readers. 
There are many issues of a daily newspaper 
that aren’t nearly as profitable as the single 
issue of a weekly newspaper. 
The daily newspaper publisher must accept 
philosophically the narrow prof it margin or even 
lack of profit of a paper on a low advertising 
day. 
He does so with the knowledge that the 
averages will save him and with the idea that 
he is performing a useful, flexible convenient 
public service. 
That’s what the Dunklin Democrat is doing 
every day and what every successful small 
daily is doing.

Washington Merry - Go - Round 


WASHINGTON 
- Attorney 
General 
Nick Katzenbach has 
sent a considerable number of 
federal 
registrars to enroll 
Negro voters in the south, but 
there 
is one county where 
registrars are as scarce as 
water on the Sahara — Sun­ 
flower County, Miss. 
This happens to be the home 
county of "Big Jim" Eastland, 
cigar • chomping, genial chair­ 
man of the Senate Judiciary 
committee, who as such rules 
on 
many Justice department 
problems. 
The 
fifth circuit court ol 
appeals 
has 
unanimously 
ordered new elections in al 
but two 
towns in Sunflowe: 
county. Elections were held last 
year, and so few Negroes voted 
that the court essentially rulec 
new elections must be helc 
after a reasonable number oi 
Negroes were qualified 
to 
vote. 
This puts it right up to the 
Justice department. It knows 
that 93 per cent of the white 
population of Sunflower county 
is registered, as against only 
“per cent of the Negro pop­ 
ulation. In the rest of 
Mis­ 
sissippi outside Sunflower coun­ 
ty, 43 per cent of the Negroes 
are registered. In Sunflower 
county 65 per cent of the pop­ 
ulation is Negro. 
Meanwhile, kindly Attorney 
General Katzenbach has sent no 
federal registrars to Sunflower 
county, the home of Sen. East­ 
land. He did send them last 
year to Bolivar county, which 
adjoins the rear of Sen. East­ 
land's plantation. But after only 
one day he yanked them out. You 
can guess who protested. 
The attorney 
general, ol 
course, is not unaware that a 
very hot election campaign is 
going on in Mississippi with 
big 
John 
Eastland 
running 
scared. In fact, he is running 
for his political life. 
Lined up against him are Rep. 
Prentiss Walker, only Republi­ 
can congressman elected from 
Mississippi, who is backed by a

ers. Negro voters don't lov*

FROM THIS SLIGHT SETED 
Easter holds many spiritual wonders. Not the 
least among them is the almost miraculous 
way In which a few short sentences in the Bible 
carry the Easter story from generation to gen­ 
eration. 
Read this brief story again. There are other 
references in the Bible, parallel in their con­ 
tent, but this version I® from the Gospel of 
John and was translated into modern English 
for the gospel issued as a booklet, “ One Way 
for Modern Man,'* by the American Bible Society: 
But on the first day of the week, Mary of 
Magdala arrived at the tomb, very early in the 
morning, while it was still dark, and noticed 
that the stone had been taken away from the 
tomb. At this she ran, found Simon Peter and 
the other disciple whom Jesus loved, and told 
them, “ They have taken the Ixird out of the 
tomb and we don’t know where they have put 
him .” 
Peter and the other disciple set off at once 
for the tomb, the two of them running to­ 
gether. The other disciple ran faster than 
Peter and was the first to arrive at the tomb. 
He stopped and looked inside and noticed the 
linen cloths lying there but did not go in him­ 
self. Hard on his heels came Simon Peter, 
who went straight into the tomb. He noticed 
that the linen cloths were lying there, and 
that the handerchief, which had been round 
Jesus* head, was not lying with the linen 
cloths but was rolled up by itself, a little way 
apart. Then the other disciple, who was the 
first to arrive at the tomb, came inside as 
well, saw what had happened and believed. 
(They did not yet understand the scripture 
which said that he must rise from the dead.) 
So the disciples went back again to their 
homes. 
But Mary stood just outside the tomb, and 
she was crying. And as she cried, she looked 
into the tomb and saw two angels in white 
who sat, 
one at the head \ and one at the 
■foot of the place where the body of Jesus had 
lain. 
• The angels spoke to her, “ Why are you 
crying?” they asked. 
“ Because they have taken away my Lord anc 
I don’t know where they have put him!” sh( 
said. 
Then she turned and noticed Jesus stand­ 
ing there, without realizing that it was Jesus. 
: “ Wily are you crying?” said Jesus to her. 
“ Who are you looking for?” 
She, supposing that he was a gardener, said, 
“ Oh, sir, if you have carried him away, please 
tell me where you have put him and I wil! 
take him away.” 
Jesus said to her, “ Mary!” 
At this she turned right around and said 
to him, in Hebrew, “ Master!” 
“ No!” said Jesus, “ do not hold me now. I 
have not yet gone up to my Father. Go and 
tell my brothers that I am going up to my 
Father, and your Father, to my God and your 
God.” 
And Mary of Magdala went off to the disciples 
with the news, “ I have seen the Lord!” and she 
told them what he had said to her. 
„ These simple words are the foundation truths 
on which the entire structure of Christianity 
has been built and which over the centuries 
have brought hope and courage to a multitude 
of Christians in the world. 
The sentences do not multiply although they 
have been the inspiration for literally billions 
of written and spoken words since they were 
written. Still the words seem to grow in strength 
and bulk with each year’s repetition of the 
familiar procession of old winters departing and 
new springs arriving, just as the roots of a 
giant tree spread and swell with sturdy might, 
piercing ever deeper into the soil as these 
same years pass.

FIFTY YEARS AFTER THE TROUBLES 
Two weeks of ceremonies commemorating 
the 50th anniversary of the 1916 Easter Monday 
uprising in Ireland begin on Sunday (April IO). 
FLAGS WILL BE FLOWN, speeches will be 
delivered, and soldiers will march to the tune 
of The Soldier’s Song. Sure and there’ll be 
fine words about Charles Stewart Parnell anc 
Daniel O’Connell and Padriac Pearse and Jamei 
t'onnolly and Constance, Countess Markiewicz, 
and all the other Irish patriots. And, the Lord 
willing, there shan’t be a bomb. 
For the Irish this April is a time to be both 
m erry and sad — it was G, K. Chesterton 
who said of the Irish, “ All their wars arc 


m erry, an tneir sons are sad.” beginning on 
Easter Sunday the Emerald Isle will be awash 
with 
a fortnight of ceremonies dedicated to 
that m erry and sad abortion, the Easter Rebel­ 
lion of 1916. The proper anniversary is that oI 
Easter Monday, which 50 years ago fell oi 
April 24, but the Irish can be forgiven fo: 
beginning a tiny bit early. 
On that E aster Monday half a century age 
a “ Provisional Government of the Irish Repub­ 
lic” was declared, and the Irish Revolutionary 
Army was founded. The British government 
quickly put down the uprising after heavy fight­ 
ing. The outburst had been organized by the 
Irish nationalist Sinn Fein party with German 
encouragement. 
Some 3500 men and women were arrested, 
and the British made the great mistake of 
executing 15, who promptly became m artyrs. 
Among the leaders was the American-born 
Eamon de Valera, who today is President of 
the Irish Republic. 
“ DEV” was sentenced to death, reprieved, 
was then released. He was reimprisoned in 1918, 
and in the following January, still in jail, was 
elected President of the newly proclaimed Re­ 
public. 
The formal partition of Ireland, with the six 
northern counties remaining in the United King­ 
dom by choice, was expedited by the Irish Free 
State Treaty of 1921, negotiated only after further 
clashes between the IRA, the m ilitary force of 
De Valera’s Sinn Feiners, and troops of the 
Crown, reinforced by “ black-and-tans” and 
other military cadets. 
Parts of the treaty were “ distasteful” to Dc 
Valera, who resigned from the Presidency, 
split the Sinn Fein, and plunged Ireland into 
civil war. “ We made it possible for the British 
government to rule Ireland,” De Valera boasted, 
“ and we can make it impossible for an Irish 
government working under British authority 
to rule Ireland.” 
IN THE CIVIL WAR some 10,000 IRA Ir­ 
regulars were imprisoned, and some 50 exe­ 
cuted. De Valera in 1923 ordered his followers 
to lay aside their arm s. In 1925, however, the 
IRA cut free from De Valera; in 1931 it was 
proscribed in a public safety act. Meanwhile 
De Valera reorganized his party and in 1927 
went into Parliam ent. He was elected President 
of the Executive Council in 1932. The new 
Republic became completely free of Britain 
only in April 1949. 
The underground IRA announced that its terror 
raid of 1961 was its finale. The blowing up of 
the Dublin pillar dedicated to Lord Nelson last 
March 8 was an act of violence resented by a 
good many Irish patriots. 
A Belfast poet and clergyman, W. R. Rodgers, 
writing in the N. Y. Times recently, fore­ 
sees eventual reunion between North and South 
Ireland. Everyone may hope for this kind of 
peaceful resolution, for just as Paris is every­ 
one’s second city, Ireland seems to be every­ 
one’s second country.

IOO YEARS OF A.S.P.C.A. 
Henry Bergh, the American pioneer in animal 
protection, had reason to rejoice IOO years 
ago. Badgered by Bergh and his supporters, 
the New York state legislature granted a charter 
of incorporation to the American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals on April IO, 
1866. In honor of the centennial, April ha6 been 
designated A.S.P.C.A. Charter Month. 
Bergh was said to resemble Don Quixote—and 
ais efforts on behalf of m altreated animals 
seemed quixotic indeed to his contemporaries. 
The wealthy ex-diplomat, always impeccably at­ 
tired, often startled New Yorkers by delivering 
impromptu curbside sermons on the evils of 
beating horses. But public scorn turned to con­ 
cern after Bergh told an audience at Clinton 
Hall in February 1866 of the various cruelties 
inflicted on animals. 
Now that the carriage horse has gone the 
way of the celluloid collar, A.S.P.C.A. and 
its allies have turned their attention to the 
welfare of household pets. Petnaping appears 
to have become a lucrative and growing, though 
furtive, enterprise. Large numbers of un­ 
leashed cats and dogs have been snatched 
off suburban streets and sold to laboratories for 
medical research. Because they are usually 
well fed and inoculated, pet animals command 
higher prices than undernourished, parasite- 
ridden strays. 
But petnaping*s days may be numbered. The 
House Agriculture Committee has reported a 
bill to outlaw the practice, and the Senate 
Commerce Committee is expected to follow suit, 
Related bills, which would regulate the treat­ 
ment of laboratory animals, are unlikely to get 
anywhere. As Bergh discovered a century ago, 
lawmakers place a higher value on the medical 
benefits of animal research than on the comfort 
of the affected animals.

The Promise of Easter 
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M issouri’s newspaper fam ilies, the Kennett 
newspaper has won a reputation for having an 
outstanding editorial page and for thorough, 
well balanced and impartial coverage of the 
news in the Bootheel. There ir e few if any 
small dailies in Missouri or in the United 
States, published in communities the size of 
Kennett, which can compare with it. 
Many small dailies have a b a n d o n e d t h e editorial 
page and no longer speak out with opinions 
about community, state, national and inter­ 
national affairs. A newspaper without an editorial 
page also is a weak spokesman for a community 
oecause its brain and voice both are muted and 
its function cannot be to lead but only to record 
the day’s events. 
It is doubtful if many sm all dailies mold 
opinion through the editorial page but those 
which carry editorials do stim ulate a thought. 
L etters to the editor are evidence of this 
but reflect only a fraction of the citizen thought 
generated by opinion and comment on public 
affairs. 
In this function the Kennett newspaper is doing 
exceptionally well. 
There are others. 
The sm all daily, which publishes regardless of 
demand for advertising space on any given day, 
is providing a flexible service for both its 
readers and its advertisers. News can be ac­ 
comodated while it is still fresh and inter­ 
esting. Advertisers can be obliged with the same 
flexibility. 
Moving perishable items is easy in a daily 
newspaper where It is difficult for a news­ 
paper less frequently published. 
There are many other reasons why the daily’s 
flexibility better meets the needs of the ad­ 
vertiser, who also can offer merchandise for 
sale at the time of the greatest interest and 
buying appeal. 
It also is true that the merchant can ad­ 
vertise more often and m ore effectively in a 
daily. 
This, of course, produces greater revenue for 
the newspaper but the important thing is the 
greater service and sales potential that it gives 
the advertiser, lf this w eren’t so fewer ad­ 
vertisers would be using newspaper space 
with such great frequency. The proof is in the 
cash register. 
The sm all daily newspaper publisher has 
problem s. It isn’t all gravy, He uses more 
paper, ink and electricity. He must employ 
more people to put out his high speed news­ 
paper with daily frequency. 
His machines 
wears out faster. His repair bills are greater. 
He must have more equipment and enough in 
reserve to take care of breakdowns so that 
the newspaper will not be delayed In reaching 
readers. 
There are many issues of a daily newspaper 
that aren’t nearly as profitable as the single 
Issue of a weekly newspaper. 
The daily newspaper publisher must accept 
philosophically the narrow profit margin or even 
lack of profit of a paper on a low advertising 
day. 
He does so with the knowledge that the 
averages will save him and with the idea that 
he is performing a useful, flexible convenient 
public service. 
That’s what tile Dunklin Democrat is doing 
every day and what every successful small 
daily is doing.
